HE moft noble DOUGLAS HAMILTON, Duke of 
HAMILTON in Scotland, Chattelherault in France, 


and BRAN DON in England; Marquis of Hamilton, Clydſ- 


dale, and Douglas; Earl of Angus, Arran, and Lanerk, Lord 
Macanſhire, Polmont, Abernethy and Aberbrothick, Baron 
of Dutton, hereditable keeper of the King's palace of Holy- 
rood-houſe at Edinburgh, ſucceeded his brother, the late 
Duke, July 7, 1769; married April 4, 1778, Elizabeth- 
Anne, daughter of the late Peter Burrel, Eſq. and ſiſter to 
the preſent Viſcounteſs Percy. 

This great and noble family is paternally deſcended. from 


the Houſe of Douglas, ene of which obtained the title of 
Duke of Hamilton, by marriage with the ſole heirefs of the 


Hamilton family in 1661, as hereafter will appear. 

The firſt of this name on record is Sir William de Ham- 
bleden, or Hambleton, in the county of Bucks in England, 
of which manor he was poſſeſſed, who was third ſon of Ro- 
bert Earl of Leiceſter, deſcended from the Earl of Mellent in 
Normandy ; for Robert Blanchmain, otherwiſe called Bel- 
lamain, or Bellomont, after the death of his uncle, Hugh 
Earl of Mellent, was by King Henry I. of England, created 
Earl of Leiceſter 1103, and was the firſt Earl of that place 
after the conqueſt.

HE moſt noble HENRY SCOT, Duke and Earl of 
| BUCCLEUGH, Earl of Dalkeith, Baron Scot of 
Buccleugh, and Eſkdale, in Scotland; and a peer of England, 
by the title of Baron Tindal in Northumberland, and Earl of 
Dog cAS TER in Yorkſhire, and Knight of the moſt. ancient 
Order of the Thiſtle ; was born Sept. 2, 1746, and ſucceeded 
his grandfather Francis, the late Duke, April 22, 1751. He 
married, March 20, 1767, Elizabeth, daughter to George 
Duke of Montagu, by whom he had iſſue, George, born 
March 25, 1768, died May 29 following, — Charles William, 
Earl of Dalkeith, born May 24, 1772.—Mary, born May 
19, 1769, died in 1782.—Elizabeth, born Oct. 10, 1770.— 
Caroline, born july 10, 17 74.--Henry. -- James, born Dec. 16, 
1776.—A ſon Jan. 15, 1777.—A Daughter born Dec. 1780. 
In the reigns of Alexander III. and Robert I. we find this

Pembroke, Eſq. This Duke was born at Rotterdam in Hol- 
land the qth of April 1649, and bore the ſurname of Crofts 
till his marriage with the ſaid Ann Scot; and hence it was 
that he had alſo the titles Duke of Buccleugh, &c. and took 
the ſurname of Scot, according to the uſage of Scotland in 
marrying the heireſs of an ancient family. In July 1662 he 
was brought into England, his mother being then dead, and 
was received by the King at Hampton Court with great de- 
monſtrations of joy and affection.

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Notwithſtanding which the Duke of York, then at Bruſ- 
ſels, grew ſo jealous of his new competitor, that in the be- 
ginning of September 1679, he prevailed with the King not 
only to diveſt the Duke of Monmouth of his great places, but 
to oblige him likewiſe to depart the kingdom, whereupen he 

retired to Utrecht, Before James II. was ſettled on the 
| | 1 throne, 
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throne, this unhappy Duke being perſuaded to attempt the 
crown, ſailed from the Texel in Ho!land on the 24th of May 
1685, with one man of war and two tenders, accompanied 
by Ford Lord Gray, afterwards Earl of 'Tankerville, a Ger- 
man Count, and about 6 or 700 men and officers, who had 
fled to Holland for refuge in the late reign ; and after hav- 
ing been 19 days at ſea, they landed near Lyme in Dorſet- 
ſhire on the 11th of June. 'The Duke immediately led them 
by a backway into the town, and ſet up his ſtandard in the 
Market-place without oppofition ; then he muſtered his ſmall 
force, who were well armed and clothed ; and being aſked 
whom they were for, they declared for the Proteſtant religion, 
the laws, rights, and privileges of England, inviting all people 
to come and join with them ; after which the Duke's decla- 
ration againſt King James was read in form. On Saturday 
the 13th of June, the King receiving this news by expreſs 
from the Mayor of Lyme, he immediately ſent it to the Par- 
lament ; whereupon both Houſes voted an addreſs of thanks 
to his Majeſty ; and the Commons ordered in a bill to attaint 
the Duke of high treaſon, which on the 16th paſſed the royal 
aſſent ; and though the parliament had promiſed to aſſiſt the 
King againſt the Duke and all his adherents, yet the coun- 
try people flocked to him in great numbers, ſo that he had an 
army of five thouſand horſe and foot, with which he marched 
from Lyme to Taunton, where he was received with unuſual 
_ demonſtrations of joy: from "thence he marched to Bridge- 
water, where he was proclaimed King; and from thence to 
Bath, where being denied entrance, he proceeded to Phi- 
lips Norton, and by ſurpriſe defeated a troop of the King's 
horſe. After this ſucceſs he marched within two miles of 
Briſtol, where a council of war being held, it was reſolved 
not to enter the city, but to retire to Bridgewater ; for the 
Earl of Feverſham being encamped with the King's army 
at Sedgemore near that town, the Duke reſolved to make 
one deſperate puſh for all, and on Monday the 6th of July, 
about four in the morning, attacked the King's troops, when 
he was entirely routed, 300 of his men being killed in the 
fight, ioo in the purſuit, and as many taken priſoners. 
The Earl of Feverſham having ſent out ſeveral parties in 
purſuit of the Duke and his adherents, the Lord Gray was 
apprehended the next morning by the Lord Lumley's men; 
and the day after the Duke himſelf was likewiſe taken, and 
being brought to Lord Lumley was conveyed under a guard 
to the Tower of London; and July 15, 1635, he was be- 
headed on 'Tower-hill, in the 37th year of his age, leaving

21752: he married, Oct. 18, 1767, Jane, daughter to Sir 
William Maxwell, Bart. by whom he has iſſue, George Mar- 
uis of Hantley Charlotte , —Madelaine —Suſanra.

Of this great family, which took their fame from the 


barony of Gordon in the county of Berwick, there have

In the reign of Robert Bruce, Apam Gordon got from 
that King the Lordſhip of Strathbogy in Aberdeenſhire,

HE moſt noble JOHN KERR, Duke of ROXBURGH, 
Marquis of Beaumont and Cesford; Earl of Rox- 


* and Kelſo; Viſcount Broxmouth, Baron Kerr of Rox- 
burgh, 
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burgh, Cesford, and Caverton, in Scotland; and alſo an 
Engliſh Peer, by the ſtile and title of Baron and Earl Kerr 


of WAKEFIELD, in the County of York, and Knight of the 
Thiſtle, was born in April, 1740, and ſucceeded his father 
Robert, the late Duke, Aug. 20, 1755. 

Of this ancient family, which 1s ſaid to come from Nor- 
mondy, was Kerr of Kerr Ball, in the county of Lancaſ- 
ter; from whom deſcended two brothers, Ralph and Ro- 
bert, in the county of Roxburgh, who made the two branches 
of Cesford and Ferniherſt, about the time of King David 
II. 1340; and Robert having obtained from that King the 
lands of Oultoburn, lying near the water of Beaumont, was 
anceſtor to the houſe of Cesford, of whom we are treating. 
The other branch of Ferniherſt is the Marquis of Lothian. 

Sir WiLLiam KERR, of Cesford, married Jane, daughter 
of James Douglas, of Drumlanrig, widow of James Tweide, 
of Drumelzer, and had iſſue, ;

knighted at the coronation of Queen Ann of Denmark; in

Conftable of Scotland, born May 13, 1767, and ſucceeded 

His father June 3, 1778. ; | 
This noble family is of antient extraction, and likewiſe fa- 
mous on account of their riſe and arms ; for in the reign of 
Kenneth III. in the year 980, when the Danes had invaded 
Scotland, and prevailed in the battle of Lancarty, near 
Perth, the Scots were worſted and gave way; and in their 
flight through a narrow paſs were ſtopt by a countryman 
and his two fons, who encouraged them to rally and renew 
the fight; telling them, it was better and more honourable 
to die in the field fighting for their King and country, 
than to fly and be afterwards killed by the mercileſs Danes; 
and upbraided thoſe who would fly Iike cowards, when 
all lay at ſtake: The more timorous ſtood ftill, and many 
of the ſtout men, who fled more by the deſertion of their 
companions, than want of courage, joined with the old man 
and his ſons to ſtop the reſt, till there was a good number 
together: The countrymen, who were armed with only 
what their ploughs furniſhed, leading them on, and returning 
upon the Danes, made a furious onſet, crying aloud, Help is 
is at hand; the Danes believing that a freſh army was fall- 
ing on them, the Scots thereby totally defeated them, and 
freed their ewn country from ſervitude. 8

The battle being over, the old man, afterwards known 
by the name of Hay, was brought to the King, who af- 
ſembling a pariiament at Scoon, gave to the ſaid Hay and 
his ſans, as a juſt reward of their valour, ſo much land on 
the river Tay in the diſtrict of Gowry, as a falcon from a 
man's hand flew over till it ſettled ; which being fix miles 
In length, was afterward called Errol, and is ſtill poſſeſt by 


the family of Hay, which is lineally deſcended from the ſaid: 


valiant Hay : And the King being willing to promote the 
ſaid Hay and his ſons, to the rank of nobility, he aſſigned 
them a coat of arms, which was argent, three efcutcheons 


gules, to intimate that the father and the two ſons had been 


the three fortunate ſhields of Scotland. 

The particular ſtate of this family, from the reign of 
Kenneth III. to that of Robert I. is not clear upon record: 
Length of time and accidents of war having obſcured the hiſ- 
tory ; however, there are two charters extant, granted by 
William the Lion, of- the lands of Errol to William de 
Haya, and David de Haya; and in the charters of Mal- 
colm IV. William, and Alexander II. frequent mention is 
made of Gulielmus .de Haye, and Johnannes de Haye, as 
witnefles ; and at Berwick, in the diſpute between John 
Baliol and Robert Bruce, before King Edward T. of England, 
Nicholas de Haya is one of the arbitrators ; but ſince the 
beginning of King Robert Bruce's reign, in 1306, the pe-

Gil BERT De Har, Lord of Errol, adhered to King 
Robert I. whom he aſſiſted in retrieving the independence 


of his native country, then ſubject to the Englith ; and in : 


conſideration of his great loyalty and faithful ſervices, he 
had a grant of divers crown lands : and his Majeſty was 
pleaſed, by a charter bearing date the 12th of Novem- 
der, 1315, to grant unto him and his heirs for ever, the 
office of High Conſtable of Scotland; which for ſeveral ge- 
nerations had been held by the family of Quincy, being then 
' forfeited. This Lord Gilbert died in the year 1330, and was 


buried in the abbey church of Coupar, where ſeveral of his 


ſucceſlors were likewiſe interred ; and

TEE Right Honourable JANE ELIZABETH LESLIE, 
COUNTESS of ROTHES, Baroneſs Leſley, and 
Bambreigh, ſucceeded her brother John, June 18, 1773 ; mar- 
ried firſt in 1776, George-Raymond Evelyn, Eſq; by whom 
ſhe has one ſon, George- William, Lord Leſlie, born March 
28, 1768: Her ſecond marriage was in 1772, to Dr. Lucas 
Pepys, Phyſician Extraordinary to his Majeſty, by whom ſhe 
has a ſon and daughter; Charles born in September, 1774,

HE Right Honourable JOHN SINCLAIR, Earl of 
CAITHNESS, and Lord Berrendale, ſucceeded upon 
the death of the late Earl, in 1779 5 
The name of Sinclair, which is originally from the family 
of Saint Clare in France, has been very eminent in Scotland. 
Sir William Sinclair, in the reign of Alexander I. obtained 
ſeveral lands from that King, as the Barony of Roſlyn, in 
Mid-Lothian: And in the time of Alexander III. William his 
ſon was Sheriff of Edinburgh. 

To William ſucceeded his ſon Henry, who was one of the 
Barons that ſwore allegiance to King Edward I. of England, 
and was father of William, the next Baron, one of the ſub- 
ſcribers to that famous letter ſent by the nobility of Scotland 
to the Pope, aſſerting the independency of their country; he

Adam Forreſter. Henry who ſucceeded, was created Earl of 
Orkney, and married Giles, daughter and heir to William 
Douglas, Earl cf Nithſdale, by the Princeſs Giles his wife, 
daughter of King Robert II. by whom he had a ſon William 
and a daughter Elizabeth, married to John Drummond, and 
being Governor to James Prince of Scotland, when his fa- 
ther King Robert III. ſent him to France, they were both ta- 
ken at ſea by the Engliſh.

In the reign of Queen Mary, the ſaid James, 4th Earl of 
Morton, who ſucceeded his father-in-law, was one of the 
Privy Council, and by her Majeſty ſent Ambaſſador into Eng- 
land, and made Lord High Chancellor of Scotland ; but in 
the ſame reign, the Earl of Bothwell having a deſign to mur- 
der Henry, Lord Darnley, the Queen's huſband, in order to 
marry the Queen, and craving the Earl of Morton's aſſiſtance 
therein, the Earl left the court and retired into the country, 
during which time that ſcandalous and bloody tragedy was 
acted ; and many years after, he was beheaded for being pri- 
vy thereto, though he had no other guilt than concealing it. 
When the Earl of Bothwell had married the Queen, it 
greatly alarmed the nation, as ſuſpecting the Earl to be the 
murderer of her former huſband, and that by ſuch an union 
the young Prince was in great danger; whereupon the Earl 
of Morton was one of the nobility who made an aſſociation 
to preſerve him; and on the 29th of July, 1567, which was 
the day of his coronation, took the oath to the infant King. 
In this new turn of affairs, the Earl of Morton's ſhare was 
very conſiderable ; and he was ſoon after declared High Chan- 
celior of Scotland, then High Admiral, and on the 24th of 
November, 1572, Regent of the kingdom, during the King's 
minority; but being diſagreeable to the other party, who had 
the young King in their hands, they at length brought about 
his ruin; for by accuſing him as acceſſary to the murder of 
the King's father, he was thereupon ſent priſoner to Dunbar- 
ron-caſtle, from whence, on the iſt of June, 1581, he was 
brought to his trial at Edinburgh, where he was found guilty 
by his Peers, of being a party in the ſaid murder, by not re- 
vealing it when the Earl of Bothwell propoſed it to him, and 
was ſentenced to be hanged and quartered ; but by the favour 
of the King, he was next day beheaded at the Market-croſs 
of Edinburgh, and what was remarkable, the execution was 
performed by an engine of his own inventing for that uſe, 
called The Maiden, and he was the firſt who ſuffered by it. 
Upon the death and forfeiture of the Regent, the title of

MONTGOMERY, EARL or EGLINGTOUN. 


HE Right Honourable ARCHIBALD MONTGO- 

MERY, Earl of EGLINGTOUN, and Lord Mont- 
gomery, in the diſtrict of Cunningham, in the county of 
Air, ſucceeded his brother, the late Earl, Oct. 24, 1769, 
and married Oct. 16, 1770, Jane, daughter of the Earl of 
Crawturd, who died Jan. 1778. 

Of this noble family, which is originally 1 was 
Roger de Montgomery, a relation to William, Duke of 
Normandy, whom he accompanied into England, in 1066,

HE Right Honourable JOHN BOWES LYON, Earl of 
STRATHMORE and EINGHORN, Lord Lyon and 
Glamis, ſucceeded his father, the late Earl, in April, 1776. 
The origin of this noble family is ſaid to be the ſame as 
that of Lyon in France, which derives itſelf from the noble 
houſe of Leoni at Rome, a branch whereof came from France 
into England with William the Norman, in 1066, and from 
thence in 1098 to Scotland with King Edgar, the fourth fon 
of Malcolm III. This Lyon was a great favourite with that 
Prince; and for the good ſervices he had done againſt Donald 
Bane, the uſurper, had a grant of conſiderable lands in Perth- 
ſhire, which from bim received the name of Glen Lyon. 
Afterwards Johx pt Lyon, obtained a grant from King 
David II. of the Baronies of Forteviot and Fergundeny in the 
ſaid county, with Drumgawan, and others in the ſhire of 
Aberdeen, and the grant was confirmed by King Robert II. 
(iſt Lord.) Sir JohN Lyon, ſon of the ſaid John, was 
Secretary to the ſaid King Robert II. who in the year 1379, 
granted him the Thanedom of Glamis, in Forfarſhire, and 
not long after preferred him to be Great Chamberlain of 
Scotland. He alſo advanced him to the degree of a Jord of 
Parliament, by the title of Lord Glamis, and gave him in 
marriage Jane Stewart, his third and youngeſt daughter, by 
Elizabeth Mure, his firſt wiſe, together with the Barony of 
Kinghora in Fifeſhire, and from that match his family ay

HE Right Honourable THOMAS BRUCE, Earl of 
ELGIN and KINCARDIN, Baron Bruce of Kinloſs - 
and Torry, ſucceeded on the death of his brother the late. 
Earl, July 8, 1777, is married and had a daughter born 
April 3, 1769. 8 
The firſt of this family was Robert de Brus, a noble Nor- 
man, who came to England with William the Conqueror, 
from whom he obtained no leſs than ninety- four Lordſhips in 
the county of Vork, among which was the Barony of Skelton, 
which he made his chief reſidence.

| HE Right Honourable GEORGE EEITH, Earl 
I MARSHAL, Lord Keith, Lord Marſhal of Scot- 
land, and heritable Sheriff of the county of Kincardin, ſuc- 
ceeded his father William, in 1712; but joining in the re- 

bellion, in 1715, with the Earl of Mar, his eſtate and honours 
were forfeited by an act of attainder, in 1716, with the Earls 
of Mar, Southeſk, Linlithgow, Panmure, and Seaforth. He 
died at Neufchatel, June 17, 1778, and the title became ex- 
tinct in this branch, but was claimed September 8, 1782, by 
George Keith, Eſq. of Northfield, a deſcendant of Sir Robert 
Keith, which claim was examined before a reſpectable Jury of 
noblemen and gentlemen, of which the Earl of Buchan was 
Chancellor, to examine the validity of his claim to the title, 
dignity, and honour of Earl Marſhal of Scotland ; when the 
Jury unanimouſly found, that the claimant, George Keith, is 


._  Jineally deſcended as heir male of the body of Sir Robert de 


Keith, Great Mariſchal cf Scotland, in the reign of King 
James II. which Robert left ſeveral ſons, William, the firſt. 
Earl Marſhal, and John de Keith, of Troup, anceſtor to the 
claimant, immediate ſubſtitute in the honours, failing iſſue of 
the ſaid William, by which Mr. Keith claims as remainder 
man, and heir of taijzie, conformable to a charter granted to 
his predeceſſor, in the reign of King Robert Bruce. Such a 
connected chain of evidence, from 1413, is without a parallel 
even in the annals of the Scotch nobility, much more in thoſe 
of this country. | LE | : 
According to hiſtory, this family derives its origin from one 
Robert, a chieftan among the Catti, from which it is ſaid 
came the ſurname of Keith; and he and his followers having 
joined Malcolm II. King of Scotland, at the battle of Pan- 
bridge, in 1006, were very inſtrumental in gaining a great 
victory over the Danes, whete Camus, their General, was 
killed by the hands of this Robert, which King Malcolm per- 
ceiving, dipped his finger in Camus's blood, and drew long 
red ſtrokes or pales on the top of Robert's ſhield, which have 
ever ſince been the armorial hgures of his deſcendants, In 
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the year 1010, he was advanced by the ſaid King to the heri- 
_ dignity of Marſhal of Scotland ; and afterwards, for his 
rvices, rewarded with a Barony in Lotkian, which was called 
eith Marſhal, after his own name ; likewiſe the iſle of Inſ 
keith, in the gulph of Edinburgh, which was then beſtow- 
ed on him alſo. The ſucceſfors of this Robert continued to 
be among the moſt eminent men in Scotland. Robert Keith, 
in 1292, had a charter from John Baliol, of his lands of Keith, 
c. and by King Robert Bruce, in 1325, was ſent Ambaſi- 
dor to France, but was flain at the battle of Dupplin, in the 
defence af his country ; and his ſon Robert, who ſucceeded 
him, was, for his wiſdom and valour, knighted by King Da- 
vid II. His ſon, Sir Edward, was lain at the battle of Dur- 
ham,' when King David II. was taken priſoner, in 1346, leav- 
Ing a ſon, Sir William, who, i in 1 369, was one of the Com- 
miſſioners who concluded a peace between England and Scot- 
land. He was anceſtor of another Sir William Keith, who 
was one of the hoſtages for the ranſom of King James I. when 
he was a captive in England; and his ſon, Sir William, being 
a favourite of King James II. was, in 1455, created Earl Mar- 
mal, or Mariſhal of Keith, in the county of Haddington. 

George, the fourth Earl Marſhal, was one of the Privy 
Council to King James VI. by whom he was ſent Ambaſſa- 
dor to the Court of Denmark, where, at his own expence, he 
eſpouſed the Princeſs Anne, a daughter of that crown, in the 
name of his Majeſty ; and, in the year 1593, founded the 
Marſhal College, in the city of Aberdeen; and in 1609, was 
High Commiſſioner to the Parliament. 

William, the fixth Earl, in the time of the civil war, le- 
vied, at his own charge, a troop of horſe for the King's ſer- 
vice; but being taken priſoner, and ſent to the Tower of 
London, remained there ten years; and, then being releaſed, 
Was made one of the Privy Council to King Charles II. and 
Lord Privy Seal. 

William, the eighth Earl Marshal, ſucceeded his father, 
George, in 1694. He married Mary, daughter of James 
Drummond, Earl (called Duke) of Perth, by whom he had 
two ſons, and two daughters, viz. George, the late Earl, 
Governor of Neufchattel.— James, followed his brother's for- 
tune, and after their diſappointment in Scotland, engaged in 
the ſervice of Peter the Great, Emperor of Ruſſia, who gave 
him the rank of Brigadier-General : afterwards he entered 
into the ſervice of Frederick III. King of Pruffia, who raiſed 
him to the rank of Field-Marſhal ; but, after many fignal ſer- - 
Nees, he Was unfortunately killed, Oct. 14, 1758, when the

F Kyias Right Honourable JOHN ERSKINE, Earl of MAR, 
and Lord Erſkine, of Alloa, was by Queen Anne made 
Secretary of State, in 1713; but being joined by ſeveral no- 
Þdlemen and gentlemen with their followers, to the number 
of 600, and {ſetting up his ſtandard, and proclaiming the 
Pretender, a battle was fought at Sheriff-moor, near Dum- 
blein, Nov. 13, 1715, between John, Duke of Argyl, com- 


manding the royal troops, and the Earl of Mar, who com- 


manded the rebel troops, and both armies withdrew, leaving 
the victory undetermined; the one to Stirling, the other to 
Perth, where they paſſed the winter; but ſome diſcord ariſ- 
* the Earl's army, and their friends in England being 
defeated the ſame day at Preſten in Lancaſhire, he was forced 
to take refuge in France, with the Pretender, and who had 
come over and joined him ſome time after the battle.

| Although it is not much above zoo years ſince the Erſkines, 
who took their name from the caſtle of Erſkine, in the county 
of Renfrew, had any title to the Earldom of Mar, yet this 
noble family in itſelf, has been ſufficiently eminent, if we 
conſider the many ſtations and preferments they have been 
Honoured with for four centuries. In the reign of Alexan- 
der II. 1226, lived Henry de Urſkine, who was witneſs to a 
gift which Amelick, brother to Maldwin, Earl of Lenox, 
made to the canons of Paiſley; and to him ſucceeded Sir 
John Erſkine, the. father of another Sir John, whoſe ſon 
William ſucceeded in the Barony of Erſkine, and was father 
of a third John, and he again of William, who lived in the 
time of. Robert Bruce, and was a faithful adherer to the in- 
tereſt of that Prince. In the year 1322, he wa knighted. 
His fon and ſucceſſor Robert, was ve y ſtedfaſt and loyal to 
King David II. for, in the year 1346, when his Majeſty was 
taken priſoner at the battle of Durham, the Lord Erſkine, 
(as he is called in the record) was one of the Commiſſioners 
employed in that honourable negotiation of the King's re- 
demption, and gave his eldeſt ſon as one of the hoſtages for 
the performance of the treaty. After his Majeſty's return, he 
was made Juſtice-General of the North ; Lord Chamberlain 
to the King; Ambaſſador to France Sheriff of the county 
of Stirling, and Governor of that caſtle, and the caſtles of 
Edinburgh and Dumbarton ; and. at the King's death, he 
declared for Robert II. and contributed much to the ep 
ing him peaceably to the throne. | 

Sir Thomas, who ſucceeded him, married Jane, daughter 
to Sir Edward Keith, of Sinton, by Chriſtian his wife, daugh- 
ter and heir to Sir John Menteith, and Helen his wiſe, daugh- 
ter to Grantney, Earl of Mar, and by her had Robert, the 
next Lord Erſkine, Who, in 1436, upon the death of Alex- 
ander, Earl of Mar, laid claim to half of that Earldom, and 
aſſumed the title on account of the aforeſaid marriage; but 
the Crown interfering, it was not ended in his days: How- 
ever, his ſon Thomas, who ſucceeded, proſecuting his father's 
claim to the Earldom of Mar, had a dere of the committee 
of eſtates in his favour, and was Earl of Mar. 

John, the fourth Earl of Mar, had the care and tuition of 

the young King Jes V. in the caltle of Stirling, of which 
he 
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he was a Governor. In the year 1534, when the King came 
of age, he was ſent ambaſſador to France, to propoſe a match 
between his Majeſty and the Princeſs Magdalen, a daughter 
of Francis I. which having performed, he was ſent in the 
ſame quality to Henry VIII. of England; and, in 1537, 
was one of thoſe Peers who attended his maſter into France, 
where he eſpauſed the ſaid Magdalen. In 1542, upon the 
_death of the King, he had the keeping of the young Queen 
Mary, who was alſo committed to his care in Stirling-caftle ; 
and that great truſt his Lordſhip diſcharged with the ſame 
fidelity he had done her father's minority; for in 1548, not- 
withſtanding the endeavours of King Henry VIII. of Eng- 
land, and the party that was for him in Scotland, to get her 
out of his hands, he carried her ſafe to France. 5 
John, who ſucceeded him in 1553, was a perfon of noble 
and generous qualities, as well as his father; and though he 
was then very young, the Queen Regent appointed him Go- 
vernor of Edinburgh caſtle, and one of her Majeſty's Privy 
Council; and when Queen Mary was happiiy delivered of 
the young Prince, afterwards King James VI. the commit- 
ed him to the guardianſhip of the Earl of Mar, in the caftle 
of Edinburgh, which truſt he diſcharged ſo well, that when 
the Earl of Bothwell had married the Queen, they could not 
prevail with the Lord Mar to deliver up the young Prince to 
them, till he had ſolemnly ſet the crown upon his Majeſty's 
head. Having been elected Regent for Scotland in 1571, dur- 
ing the minority of che ſaid King James VI. he, in the time 
of his ſickneſs, when his ſon was a minor, appointed the Laird 
of Tullibairden and his own brother Alexander Erſkine, to 
be Governors of his Majeſty, and Keepers of Stirling-caftle. 
John, the fixth Earl of Mar, was alſo in-great favour with 
King James VI. who committed to his care the tuition of his 
young ſon, Prince Henry; and, by a letter under his own 
hand, charged his Lordſhip, in caſe bis Majeſty's demiſe, 
not to deliver the Prince either to the Queen or eſtates, till 
he was come of age. In 1601, his Lordſhip was ſent Am-

MAX WELL, EARL or NITHSDALE, 


HE Right Honourable WILLIAM MAXWELL, Eart 
of NITHSDALE, and Lord Maxwell and Herris, in 
Jan. 1716, being brought prifoner from Preſton to London, 
for the rebellion againſt King George I. was tried, and con- 
demned to be beheaded on February 24, following, with the 
Lords Derwentwater, and Kenmure ; but the night before ex- 
ecntion, he made his eſcape out of the Tower; and, in the 
year 1744, died in his exile at Rome.

WINTON, and Lord Seton, of Tranent, in the coun- 
ty of Haddington, ſucceeded his father George, the fourth 
Earl of Winton, in 1703 ; but, being unhappily engaged 
in the rebellion, in 715, was brought priſoner to London, 
from Preſton, and committed to the Tower. In March fol- 
lowing, being tried, he was found guilty of high treaſon, and 
received fentence of death ; but, in Auguſt following, by 
ſome ſecret management, he made his eſcape, and ended his

This family of Seton, or Seaton, is one of the nobleſt in 
North Britain, from which many families of antiquity are 
deſcended. The name is derived from their ancient lands of 
Seaton, in Eaſt-Lothian; the fir whereof was Dowgal Sea- 
ton, who lived in the reign of Malcolm III. 1060, and was 
ſucceeded by echer his ſon, who alſo inherited the lands of 
Winton and Winſburgh, from whom deſcended Sir Chriſto- 
pher Seton, who in the time of Robert I. bravely ftood up 
for the freedom of his country againſt Engliſh uſurpation, 
and was one of thoſe worthies, who at the battle of Methwin, 
near Perth, in 1306, reſcued the King from the Engliſh party;

HE Right Honourable JAMES LEVINGSTON, Earl 
of LINLITHGOW and Callender, and Lord Al-

I of PERTH, and Lord Drummond, and hereditary 
Steward of Strathern and Menteith, ſucceeded his father in 
1675, and was the fourth Earl of Perth. In 1678, he was, 
by King Charles II. made one of the Privy Council; in 
1682, ſuſtice-General ; and, in 1684, Lord-Chancellor of 
Scotland; in which ſtation he was continued by King James 
VII. till the Revolution in 1688; and then following that 
Prince into France, was, by him made a Duke and a Knight 
of the Garter; but was outlawed in Parliament, and died at 
St. Germains in France, in the year 1716. James, his heir- 
apparent, died in his father's life-time, and left, by Jane his 
wife, who died 1773, daughter of George, Duke of Gordon, 
two ſons and two daughters; James, —John.—Mary. — Hen- 
rietta. ſames, the eldeſt, would have ſucceeded his -grand- 
father, were it not for the outlawry.

HE Right Honourable WILLIAM MACKENZIE, 

Earl of SEAFORTH, Lord Mackenzie, of Kintail, 
and hereditary Conſtable of Donen caſtle, ſucceeded his fa- 
ther Kenneth in 1701; and, in 1215, married Mary, only 
daughter and heir to Nicholas Kennet, of Cuxhow, in 
Northumberland, Eſq. and by her, who died in France, in 
1739, had a fon Kenneth. But being a party in the re- 
bellion in 1715, againſt King George I. he made his eſ- 
cape; and, in April 1719, landed in the North weſt of >cot- 
land, with the Marquis of Tullibairden, the Earl Marſhal, 
and ſome Spaniſh forces, to carry on a ſecond rebellion; 
but they were ſoon defeated at Glenſheil, by Major Gene- 
ral Wightman. He was attainted' in 1716, with other Lords ;

HE Right Honourable WILLIAM BOYD, Earl of 
KILMARNOCK, and Lord Boyd, entering into the 
rebellion of 1745, was taken priſoner at the battle of Cullo- 
den; and being committed to the Tower of London, was 
ried, and condemned; and Auguſt 18, 1746, was behead- 
ed on > Tower-hill, aged 42 years. He married Anne Leving- 
fon, daughter of James, Earl of Linlithgow and Callender, 
who was attzinted for the rebellion of 1715, which Lady ſuc- 
ceeded her aunt as Counteſs of Errol ; and by her, who died 
in 1747, he left three ſons, viz.

The Earl of Arran arriving with the Queen at Leith, and be- 
ing informed of theſe melancholy circumſtances, immediate- 
ly retired into Denmark with his lady, from thence into 
France, and, dying at Antwerp, in 1476, was honourably in- 
terred by Charles, Duke of Burgund. 

By his ſaid Lady, who, in 1474, was arbitrarily divorced 
and married to James, the ſecond Lord Hamilton, he left a 
ſon, James, who was the third Lord Boyd, and the ſecond 
Earl of Arran; but dying without ifſue, the title of Earl of 
Arran became extinct; but the title of Lord Beyd deſcended 
to his uncle Alexander, the ſecond ſon of Robert, Lord Boyd.

HE Right Honourable ARTHUR ELPHINGSTON, 

A Lord BALMERINO, in the county of Fife, born in 
1688, ſucceeded his brother James, in 1746; and married 
Margaret, a daughter of Captain Chalmer; by whom he left 
no iſſue. This Lord chuſing a military life, had a commiſ- 

ſion in a regiment of foot, during the reign of Queen Anne. 
In the rebellion, 1715, he diſliking the ſervice of King 
George, reſigned his Captain's commiſſion to the Duke of 
Argyl, and immediately joined the Earl of Marr ; but that 
rebellion being ſuppreſſed, he had the good fortune to ob- 
tain a pardon; after which he went into the French ſervice, 
and, in the next rebellion, commanded a troop of. horſe at 
the battle of Culloden, April 16, 1746, where he was taken 
priſoner, and brought to the Tower of London, with the 
Earls of Kilmarnock and Cromartie, in May following.
